fire Alurm Systeiii 

General Information 

Tha city of Earlington has been divided into four fire bia- 
triots, known as nnmbers one, two, three and four. These districts 
are formed by the two natural physical dividing lines, — viz. Main 
Street and the L. d; N, R. R. 

Fire District No. 1 comprises all that territory North of Mam 
St., and West of theR. R., e. g. the City Hall, Round House, F. 
B. Arnold's residence, Pomp Uoase, etc. etc., are in District 
No. 1. 

Fire District 2., comprises all that territory North of Main St., 
and East of the R. R... (e. g. the St. Bernard Store, Barnes, Oow- 
and &, Oo., F. H. Whalens residence. Masonic Temple. "Logtown" 
etc. etc., are in Distriot No. 8. 

Fire District 8., comprises all that territory South of Main 
St., and West of tbe R. R., (e. g. the Post Office, Goodloe's 
restaurant, Gbas. Ooweil's residence, Mrs. Harriet Browning's res- 
idence, Esq. Jas. Priest's residence, etc. etc., are in District No. 8. 

Fire District 4, comprises all that territory South of Main 
St., and East of the R. R., (e. \i. the Peoples Bank, Victory Build- 
ing, 0. M. Henry's residence, Oatbolio Oburcb, New Methodist 
Ohurch, etc. etc., are in DIftridk No. 4. 

Each telephone subscriber in these Districts has been furnish 
ed with a card showing the number of Fire District in which each 
phone is situated,— these cards directing that, in case of fire, Oen- 
tral Telephone Exchange be informed of District Namber apd 
name of house "on fire." The Oeotral operator will in turn notlfj 
L. & N. Round House, which will give the alarm. 

Tbe Round House whistle will in the future give the official 
alarm, and this alarm oonsiat of a senet of short blasts followed by 
one, two, three or four losg oiies, according to tha district in 
which fire is located, — these long blasts indicating the district. 
This alarm will be repeated as peems necessary. The L- & N. loco- 
motives will not give tbe alarm unless an engineer or trainmen 
should first discover a fire (i. a. Iifaoold see it before the rdgalar 
alarm had been given)~or, in the event the regnhtr Round Haoie 
alarm should fail to arouse the fire Department at night.

CURIOUS USBSJFOR PAPER. 

Some of Them Are Bullets and Boats, 
Housoo and Even Steves. 

Paper can be ni.Tdc frcim nparly any 
thing, and nearly uuytbing can be 
made from paptr. 

With comprmed paper are made 
wheels, rails, cifnnon, borseeboed. pel 
ishers for gemf; bicycles and asphalt 
ed tubes for gaa or electric wires. 

With wood piilp /iiic sulptiato 
there has been an attempt In Berlin 
to make artificial bricks fOr paving. 
After snbjectlns them to a praasnre of 
8.000 tone per cable eaotimeter they 
are baked for forty-eight bourn. In 
similar fashion are made roofing tiles 
and water pipes. Telegraph poles 
made of rolled sheets of paper are 
hoUow. lighter than wood anA rsalst 
weather well. 

In Japan they make of paper cloth- 
ing, window frames, lanterns, umbrel- 
las, handkerchiefs, artificial leather, 
etc. In the United States and even 
In Qermaay are made paper eoOas- 
la Qeinaay they riiake paper bamls. 
vaaso and milk bottles. 

Straw hats may now be bought Into 
which entera not an atom of straw 
They are made of narrow paper strips 
dyed yellow. Artifldal sponges are 
nadf of cellulose or paper polp. One 
Bo«n has taken oat a patent for paper 
thread to be used In serving shoes, and 
a brand of nrttflclnl silk Ih made on 
a basis of paper pulp. 

The use of paper in indnatry msy be 
indefinitely extended. It Is raiployed 
to make imitation porcelain, for bul- 
lets, shoes, bllllnrd table cloth, aalls 
for boats, boards for building. Imper- 
meable bags fur cement and powdered 
■ubstances. boats and vessels for wa- 
ter. There has even been made a pa- 
per stove which Is said to have stood 
the fire well. Cellulose may be used 
to prepare a waterproof cuatlng that 
may be applied like point. Whole 
houaea have been built of paper. In 
Norway there is a church holding IXXK) 
persons bollt entirely of it even to 
the belfry.— London Tit Bits.

Major 
General Brooke and the ofiBcers under 
his command, tb^ dress nnifanne and 
yellow sashes a brlgiit Bote of eoler, 
entered first. Then oame the swarthy 
Cuban leaders, their uniforms less 
splendid but their dignity Iwyond ques- 
tion, and last of all. General Castel- 
lanoa and. his staff. 

The scene was too palnfol to proieit 
A moment of formalltlea and it ISU 
over, and the defeated said farewelL 
It was an ordeal for a man of Castel- 
bmos* tempewnent Tears came to his 
eyea 

"I have been In many batttes," he 

faltered, "mnny trying situations, bVl 
never In a position like this." Then, as 
we watched, the little handful of Span- 
ish troops, headed only by fife and 
dram, set thsfr fuse Seward Spain. 
The drama which began with Colum-
